vass of St. Louis. Elder Gerrard told 
the reporter that the canvass was neces- 
sarily siow, but that it would be thor- 
ough. 
‘We have’ had 18 converts since the 
first of the year,” he said. “This is 
about the usual average. The reason 
the congregation is not larger is that 
the converts usually emigrate to Utah 
or Colorado or California... where we 
have colonies. Personally, 1 would pre- 
fer to have them remain in St. Louis, 
but they usually want to leave. 

“We try every house, and where we 
are permitted we leave literature.

UPENED 10 CUBA 


Barges Are Towed 2660 Miles 
Down Mississippi and 
Across Gulf, 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 6.—Three 
large steel barges, eac h with about 600 
tons of coal, passed New Orleans jn tow 
of the towboat Harry Brown, on their 
way to Havana, Cuba. The shipment 
fs notable as being the first coal ever 
brought down the Mississippi River for 
Cuba, and it is thought to be the be- 
ginning of what will prove the big busi- 
ness of supplying the Cuban market 
with Pittsburg coal. 

It was stated at the office of R. W. 
Wilmot, agent for the shippers, that this 
shipment will mark the enrance of the 
Mississippi River route to Cuba into 
competition with the Atlantic route, by 
which coal for Cuba has heretofore been 
taken to Havana, by means of sailing 
vessels and barges. At Havana the 
barges will either be kept; for use in 
the harbor of Havana or will be sent 
back for a new supply \of coal. 

On account of the coal having to be 
towed 2600 miles from Pittsburg to Ha- 
vana, the price at Havana will be about 
50 per cent higher than the average 
price of coal at New Orleans, but it ‘ts 
believed that the handling of coal by 
the Mississippi River route to Havana 
will be established on a firm basis after 
the shipment.

Brown, a wealthy coal operator of Oma- 
ha, is cited. Brown owns coal lands 
in Wyoming. It is a splendid property. 
The main line Union Pacific passes 
Within 20 feet of the opening of Brown's 
mine. When Brown got ready to ship 
coal, he notified the Union Pacific and 
asked for cars. Instead, a gang of 
Union Pacific workmen appeared, built 
a 10-foot fence along the right-of-way 
between the tracks and Brown’s mine. 
and not a ton of coal has ever been 
shipped from that mine. 
Numerous other attempts have been 
made by outsiders to ‘‘get in.”” It was

Saunders saw the general manager 
of the coal company.

Saunders went quietly to work Iinves- 
tigating the titles of the Union Pacific 
Railroad and Coal Companies to the 
lands upon which they were operai- 
ing in Wyeming. Here he found a 
mass of illegal filing which may in- 
validate the titles to thousands of acres 
of coal lands. Saunders obtained affi- 
davits and statements and finally laid 
the evidence before the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission, starting an investi- 
gation during which evidence of frauds 
by the wholesale were brought out and 
from which many criminal prosecutions 
will probably result. The Union Pacific 
is said to have offered to return thou- 
sands of acres of its own holdings if 
prosecutions were drepped. 

Then Saunders began an attack on 
the coal rates which the Union Pacific 
charges from the Wyoming coal fields. 
He has secured tariffs showing the 
Union Pacific coal rates to be exorbit- 
antly eut of proportion to rates from 
other .mines for equat distances anid 
these he will turn over to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for adjust- 
ment, 

Last week Mr. Saunders was notified 
by the Union Pacific that the coal 
company had withdrawn all objections 
to the proposed switch and that, as 
there weeld. be no further trouble, he 
might withdraw his complaints before 
the Commission.

“WITH SMUGGLING 


Silks Admitted Duty Free for 
Nuncio’s Use, Found 
in Store. 


LISBON, Portugal, April 6.—The eanti- 
clerical press in asking tha t the Pope's 
nuncio be punished for his alleged com- 
plicity with a leading merchant in 
smuggling silks from foreign coun- 


ries. 

Some time ago a case of fine silks 
addressed to the nuncio arrived at the 
custom house. 
note from the nuncio that the silks were 
for his personal use, charged no duty. 

Soon afterward an anonymous letter 
was received by the chief of the custom 
house charging that the silks were not 
for the personal use of the nuncio, but 
were for a merchant whose name was 
given. An investigation revealed that 
he goods were on the merchant's 
shelves. 

The duty on the silks would have 
amounted to about $1000. The law fixes 
a fine of $20,000 for a smuggling offense 
of this import. 

There are suspicions that this scheme 
is an old one of the merchant and the 
nuncio and a commission will be ap- 
pointed to investigate the charge care- 
fully.

THE SALMON VERDICT. 

The importance of the verdict. agairst Harvey 
W. Salmon, who was convicted of grand larceny 
by a jury at Warsaw, Mo., for receiving a deposit 
in the Salmon Bank of Clinton after he knew the 
bank was insolvent, should not be overlooked by 
the people of Missouri. ‘The evidence showed that 
the bank had been insolvent for about ten years 
before it was closed, and that this condition of the 
bank was known to Major Salmon. Yet it was 
kept open for business and deposits were received. 

The details concerning the management of the 
bank, and its condition during the ten years pre- 
vious to the closing of the institution, were fully 
published in connection with the investigation of 
the bank and the libel suit brought against the 
Post-Dispatch for criticising the Secretary of State 
because the bank was permitted to do business 
while in an insolvent condition. The Post-Dispatch 
was mulcted in $50,000 damages on account of that 
criticism by a jury at Columbia, Mo.

character which could be expected of one who lived 
at the very high-tide of the best Greek philosophy 


and who, in addition to being a scholar in the Pla- 


tonian Academy, was a teacher of princes. 

That, in certain matters, Aristotle falls short of 
the best in modern Christian philosophy is to be ex- 
pected. Certainly he cannot be biamed for having 
lived some three centuries before Jesus was born. 
Unlike his master, Plato, Aristotle taught nothing 
positive concerning the immortality of the soul, 
leaving his readers rather to infer that man is im- 
nortal. And on the subject of duty, his system is 
weak, the Greeks of that day having regard more 
to the “beantiful” than the ideal of virtue and 
obligation as \,w understood. |

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THE LEGISLATURE’S TASK. 

The statements of representatives of the public 
service corporations that they are not favoring the 
substitution of a State commissién for the munici- 
pality in the “enabling act” empowering municipali- 
ties to regulate the rates of public utility com- 
panies, should be taken with a grain of salt. The 
agents of the publie service corporations are not 
stating their plans in advance of the extra session; 
they are not foolish enough publicly to announce 
how they will attempt to defeat the purpose of the 
“enabling act.” 

If the Democratit€ majority in the State Legisla- 
ture is faithful to the pledge of the party, it will 
pass an “enabling act” embodying the principle of 
home rule and empowering municipalities to regu- 
late the rates and charges of public service corpor- 
ations. The corporations will do all in their power 
to defeat legislation of this kind, and if they can- 
not defeat all legislation, to obtain ineffective legis- 
The Legislature must be on its guard 
against schemes of compromise.. The people are 
looking for sound legislation along this line. They 
expect the Legislature to carry out the pledge of 
the Democratic party in regard to home rule, not 
only in this matter, but'in the matter of police 
control. They expect legislation which will put a 
stop to any form of racetrack gambling. The pro- 
posed legislation providing for the removal or recall 
of county officials who refuse to enforce the laws 
is in harmony with sound public policy. 

If the Legislature, in the extra session, meets 
the public expectations with regard to these meas- 
tires, it will do good public service and will com- 
pensate the State for the cost of the session.

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A RUSSIAN SAFETY DEVICE. 
Experiments have been made at Vershbolovo Sta- 
tion, on the St. Petersburg & Warsaw road, with an 
invention of M. Nikolaeff, designed both to give 
warning and to lessen the deadly effects of railroad 
collisions. Two wrecking railroads were provided = 
On the first the sleepers were displaced; on the sec- 
ond the rails were displaced. 

In both cass the stoppage was immediate by the 
aid of this device, without outside assistance and 
without injury to the moving trains. The essential 
feature of the invention is an iron tube of usual con- 
struction connected with the general system of 
brakes, and placed in front of the wheels. At the 
least irregularity in the movement of the train the 
tube, in consequence of certain cuts made on it at In- 
tervals, breaks. and thus produces an itmmediate 
stoppage of the train locomotive as well. 

The Examining Committee found that tube 
fully accomplished its purpose.—Philadelphia Record.

ELECTRIC EMANATIONS FROM MINES. 

The fact that a luminous emanation of variable 
shape will appear in the dark at such points on the 
Surface of the earth below which there are extensive 
ore deposits was recorded in Germany 4s far back as 
1757. Immediately before or during an electric storm 
these phenomena are striking. Similar observations 
more recently have been made,in America in the vi- 
cinity of ore deposits. Though much has been as- 
cribed to superstition and to errors of observation, 
the fact nevertheless remains, as confirmied by re- 
cent scientific investigation. The electric emanation 
has been frequently ascertained by Mr. K. Zenger 
photographically. It therefore has been taken for 
granted that the emanations occur with an especially 
high. intensity at those points of the ground where 
g00d conductors of electricity are found in large 
amounts in the neighborhoods of the surface of the 
earth; in other words, above ore deposits which are 
good conductors. Lignite and coal, especially when 
they contain pyrites, are fairly good conductors. The 
difference in the intensity of radiation, as compared 
With points free from any ore, would seem to be 
recognized by means. of photography. Geologists thus 
have a simple way of locating ore and even coal de- 
posits. 
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JULES VERNE’S TIME BEATEN. 

The Transsiberian Railway has been so generally 
regarded as a line built for reasons of military strat- 
egy that it is somewhat of a surprise to learn from a 
caysular report that it supplies means of remarkably 
fortable travel, making a great saving of time 
between the East and the West. A point which the 
American public will particularly appreciate, says 
the Baltimore News, is that the sleeping berths are 
more commodious than those in use on Pullman cars, 
Arrangements for service of meals on the trains are 
described as being very good. From the details giv- 
en, we should say that in some respects they are 
better than in this country. Fancy our Pullman car 
porters furnishing hot water to passengers on re- 
quest, so that they can make tea for themselves from 
their own stores when inclined.

The charge for first-class passage from Viad- 
ivostok to London is $173, while the steamship rate 
for first-class accommodation from London to Hong- 
kong is over $300. While this includes meals, the dif- 
ference is more than enough to cover restaurant 
service by train. 


POTASIMITE, A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 

Potasimite is a new explosive, perfected In Monte- 
rey, Mexico, and first used with success upon the 
construction of a Mexican Central Railroad branch 
with powerful results, for it ts pronounced safer, 
cheaper and more powerful than dynamite. Those 
explosives based upon nitrogen produce & &as that 
necessitates abandoning closed works, such as a mine 
or tunnel, during the explosion, and the laborers 
cannot return to work for a long time thereafter, 
depending upon the the facility for carrying off the 
gas. Potasimite is said to produce no noxious Gases, 
the only precaution necessary in its use being that 
the workmen get out of the way of the flying parti- 
cles of blasted rock. 


A PROJECTILE CAMERA. 

A projectile to take photographs and claimed to 
have been successful at heights of half a mile is the 
idea of Herr Marie, a German photographer. A cam-* 
era having the form of the usual kind of conical 
shell is thrown into the air by means of a Kind of 
trap. At a predetermined angle as the camera turns 
to make its descent and is pointed slightly down- 
wards, the shutter is automatically released, and & 
picture is taken of a broad expanse of country. In 
still air the flight and spot at which the aerial cam- 
era will-fall can be calculated with much precision. 
Precautions are taken to avoid damage by concussion 
and the results are expected to be of great sae 


value in military operations. 


EYEGLASSES FOR R SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

The matter of furnishing eyeglasses for the pupils 
of the public schools came up again at the meeting 
of the Board of Education yesterday, says the New 
York Sun, when the Elementary Schools Commit- 
tee reported in favor of the proposition. 

The report stated that 86,000 children in the schools 
were found to be suffering from physical defects 
which prevented them from reaping the full advan- 
tage of the schools. This could be sione away with 
by buying a few thousand dollars’ worth of eye- 
glasses. The report suggested that Board of Health 
inspectors and outside eye experts could be engaged 
to examine all the children in 30 places in the city, 
where dark rooms could be fitted up. It would cost 
only $30,000 to fit up these rooms; eyeglasses could be 
bought for $6000, and there you are, with all the chil- 
dren in a good condition to get the benefit of a public 
school education. After the first year the renewal of 
the eveglasses wouldn't cost the city more than $5000 
annually, or thereabouts, the report said. It ended 





with a resolution calling on the board of estimate 
to supply the necessary money.

That very day the Sainte showed 
how favorably she viewed the undertaking by healing 
Louis. Gumont; an inhabitant of Beaupre, who suf- 
fered terribly from rheumatism of the loins. Full of 
confidence in Ste. Anne, he came forward and placed 
three stones in the foundations of the new building 
whereupon he -found himself “suddenly and 
pletely cured of his ailment. 

The following figures, from Vol. I of the new Cath- 
olic Encyclopedia, will give an idea of the growth 
of the pilgrimages to the shrine of Ste. Anne de Beau- 
pre during the last 25 years: In 1880, 36,000 pilgrims 
visited the shrine; in 1890, 105,000; in 1990, 135,000; in

Strikes of PG, Past and 
Their Effects Upon Trade 


By the Post-Dispatch Scientist. 

NTIL the beginning of the nineteenth century 
[J strikes were Of rare occurrence and did not 

have very much of an effect upon labor condi- 

The earliest recorded strike occurred in 1749 
or 1741, when the journeymen bakers of New York 
City struck for higher wages. The strikers were ar- 
rested, tried and convicted, but were not sentenced 
The charge azainst them was conspiracy. 
In 1798 the Jjourneymen shoemakers of Philadelphia 
struck for higher wages and repeated the strike in 
1798. In 1799 they struck the third time, but this strike 
was a reduction of wages instead of for an 
increase. These four strikes are the only recorded 
instances until after the .beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. 
In 1808 the sailors in New York City struck for 
an increase of wages. They had been receiving $10 
per month and wished to receive $14. As ( they 
marched through the city their leader was arrested 
and the men.dispersed, thus causing a failure. In 
1805 the shoemakers of Philadelphia again struck 
and in 1809 their examp'e was followed by the shoe- 
makers in New York City. In 1815 the cordwainers 
of Pittsburg struck for an increase. In 1817 the ship- 
builders of Medford, Mass., struck because their mas. 
ter insisted that they work without the use of rum. 
The strike was unsuecessful and the strikers re- 
turned to their work tn a short time. 

From 1821 to 1834 there occurred one or two strikes 
each vear.* In 1834 the female shoe binders of Lynn, 
Mass., struck for an increase of wages, but failed, as 
their places were taken by others who would do the 
same price.

TO INAUGURATE REFORMS 


ome 





Prominent Physicians and Law- 
yers to Take Part in Consid- 
eration of Matter. 


For the purpose of inaugurating some 
radical reforms in medical expert testi- 
mony in criminal cases, the Medical So- 
Clety of the City Hospital Alumni has 
arranged a special meeting at the Med- 
ical Auditorium Building, 2525 Pine 
Street, April 1x, at which the subject 
will be discussed from practically every 
viewpoint. 

fhe object is ultimately to work a 
complete reform in the present system 
of employing medical experts in crim- 
inal cases by establishing a commission 
or commissions to act in behalf of the 
State and the defendant where questions 
requiring the opinions of physicians 
arise, 

fhe meeting will be opened by a dis- 
cussion of the present Coroner system, 
by Dr. Robert Funkhouser. He was se- 
lected for the reason that he served in 
the office of Coroner and is both a 
physician and a lawyer. 

Circuit Attorney Sager will take u 
the question of the “Criminal Law anc 
the Medical Expert."’ Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor of the Circw’t Court, has con- 
sented to discuss ‘‘Medical Expert Tes- 
timony from the Viewpoint of the Judge 
on the Bench.” Attorney Paul Riess 
will speak for the bar and Dr. R. B. H. 
Gradwoh! will talk from the experience 
and observations of a physician. 

Dr. Sidney I. Schwab, a member of 
the local volunteer medical commission, 
which has looked into the merits of 
many cases from a purely scientific 
standpoint, will give his views on ‘‘The 
Commission Idea as the Means of Solv- 
ing the Present Difficulty.” 


Commission Is Upheld. 


This commission, which is composed 
of Dr. H. J. Scherck, chief Dispensary 
physician, Dr. Schwab and Dr. Graves, 
has passed upon many cases, not one 
of which has been reversed by the 
courts. One of the notable cases was 
that of the “Stabber,” who escaped 
with a light punishment on the report 
of the commission that he was not men- 
tally sound. 

Many local physicians believe that 
where medical experts are employed by 
contending sides, and paid fees for their 
opinions, as to their testimony, the 
ends of justice are not always served. 
They believe that much better results 
could be obtained by the creation of an 
expert commission to look into all such 
cases and make an absolutely unbiased 
report as to the condition, mentally or 
otherwise, of the defendant. 

Following the discussion by members 
of the City Hospital Alumni Society it 
is probable that a movement will be 
started to present the matter to the 
next Legislature with a view of having 
a law enacted creating the commission 
and devolving ujgon it the authority to 
act in such cases as require medical 
opinion. The members of the $t. Louis 
Medical Society, and many well-known 
lawyers, have been invited to attend the 


meeting.

GRAIN RISES, THEN SAGS 











No Fluctuations in Corn and 
Cotton Market Is Ex- 
tremely Dull.

NEW YORK, April 6.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets, Says: 

Wall Street—Expectations of a very 
Strong bank statement were amply ful- 
filled today. Yesterday's estimates were 
for a gain of $12,000,000 cash by the New 
York institutions—that gain being whol- 
ly @ sequel to payments by the Treas- 
ury, the interior drawing currency from 
New York. 

Today's statement reports $10,533,000 
addition to cash reserves, which is 
nearer to facts than the “average sys- 
tem” usually permits. As against this 
handsome increase in cash, tne week’s 
reported loan expansion is astonishingly 
Small. Although this week's events 
have comprised not only a violent and 
almost unbroken rise in stocks, the usu- 
ally heavy borrowing. for the April 
settlements, and a known repayment of 
some foreign obligations, increase in 
loans is less than it was last week, 
when at least two days of the “aver- 
age’’ were days of heavy stock liquida- 
tion. The ways of a New York bank 
return are past finding out, but it is all 
that we have to enlighten us. The best 
that the thoughtful reader can do, from 
week to week, is to study the statement 
of changes for the week in the individ- 
ual banks. 

The net result of this highly favorable 
movement at the banks is an 4ncrease 
of $6,300,000 in surplus reserves. That 
account is accordingly raised to the 
substantial sum of §19,400,000, which not 
only compares with a §$2,500,00 deficit in 
this week last year, but has keen ex- 
ceeded, at this time of year, only in four 
out of the W past years—1904, 1898, 1897 
and 1894. Furthermore, it is actually 
the largest surplus reserve reported at 
any period of the year, since the mid- 
dle of 190%. The singular part of this 
reversal of recent bank conditions is 
that it has been achieved simply and 
solely through the dibursement of ex- 
cess revenue by the Treasury, and has 
apparently affected directly no other 
money market than New York. In this, 
is does not resemble the expansion of 
the surplus bank reserve in 1904, when 
money poured back automatically from 
the channels of trade into every money 
market of the country. 

Stock Prices Declined, 


As was on the whole to be expected, 
prices on the Stock Exchange declined 
at the time when this favorable bank 
return was being published. There had 
been an early moderate advance, a few 
stocks—the usual converging points of 
speculation—rising a point or two in the 
opening hour. From this early high 
level came a rather general reaction,

Ouster Suit Delay. 


The taking of testimony in the suit 
has been suspended for more than a 
month because counsel for both the 
Government and the Termina!

C 
Crow, leading counsel for the Govern- 
ment, says the proceeding will be re- 
sumed within the next few weeks and 
that the complainant Will bring its 
Case to a speedy close.

The transcript of 
the testimony already taken makes 
more than 3000 printed pages.

RUSSIAN PEASANT 








Berthelot, the philosopher and states- 
man, was absolutely unbiased by creed 
and doctrine; relying exclusively on 
scientific observation and experiment, 
he was the most perfect type of the 
modern scientific philosopher. As such 
he exerted a great influence in_ the 
modern evolution of France. He was 
made Senator’ for life in 1882 and was 
twice member’ of the French cabinet 
(1886-7 and’ 1895-6). During the darkest 
days of modern France, he was (1870) 
made chief of the scientific committee 
for the defense of Paris. 

Finally, it must be accentuated ‘tnat 
Berthelot freely published all of his dis- 
coveries without, at any time, secursng 
for himself, by patent or otherwise, any 
direct personal benefit. This fact large- 
ly accounts for the liberality wherewith 
Berthelot has been treated by the 
French Government; he has recelved 
from the State, in the aggregate. a 
higher compensation than any other 
scientist of France. This freedom from 
commercialism of the highest regions of 
French science is no doubt a determining 
cause of the high originality which 
continues to distingulsh French science. 

Personal Recollections. 

The writer had personally known Ber- 
scientific correspondence with him for 
over a third of a century. 

In 1873 I sent to Berthelot, then re- 
cently elected to membefship by the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris, two pa- 
pers giving results of my Investigations 
on the rotations of the molecules, which 
papers had a strong bearing in favor of 
the unity of matter. Promptly on re- 
ceipt of my manuscripts, Berthelot pre- 
sented the same to the academy, which 
published the papers in full fn {its pro- 
ceedings, the world-renowned Comtes 
Rendus. Ever since Berthelot has done 
favor, so that my scientific re- 
searches are much better known in 
France and throughout Europe than in 
the United States, : 

While in Paris, during the summer of 
1873, Berthelot introduced me to promi- 
nent members of the academy and 
made me sit beside him while delivering 
his lectures, He also showed me the 
original products of his numerous syn- 
forme of 
apparatus and repeated some of his 
most famous experiments. The high- 
est favor he bestowed on me consisted 
in drawing out my mathematical work 
in the presence of Bertrand, then the 
most noted mathematician of Franca. 
He had invited Bertrand and myself to 
dinner at his home. His admirable wtte 
was hostess.

“WHITE HOUSE AGAI 


Roosevelt Decides to Interfere 
With Diaz in Central 
America, 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—President 
Roosevelt will exert his influence to 
bring about peace in Central America. 
He will have the assistance of Presi- 
dent Diaz of Mexico. The President has 
been watching. with great interest the 
progress of the war between Nicaraugua 
and Honduras, which had formed an al- 


liahce with Salvador and Costa Rica, 
with a view to taking steps to bring 
about peace when there were indications 
that the negotiations would likely be 
successful. 

The President had a long conference 
with Secretary Root this afternoon re~- 
garding the situation in Central America 
after an important meeting between the 
officials of the Department of State, 
Senor Creel, the Mexican Ambassador 
to the United States; Senor Calvo, the 
Costa Rican Minister; Senor Toledo, the 
Guatemalan Minister, and the repre- 
sentatives of Honduras and Salvador. 
“t this meeting a tentative agreement 
of a settlement of the war was agreed 
on, but the details have not yet been 
determined. There is a strong belief 
on the part of those present at the con- 
ference that an honorable peace can be 
brought about, and tn agreement reach- 
ed which will be satisfactory to all the 
parties involved in the war. 

The conflict between Nicaraugua and 
Honduras is regarded as a causeless one, 
and soon ‘after hostilities began Salva- 
dor and Costa Rica joined forces with 
Honduras. President Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua has defeated all of his enemies, 
but they are now gathering their rout- 
ed and defeated forces to renew the 
fight. President xosevelt believes that 
the time to intervene in the interest 
of peace has arrived. | Significant was 
the absence from todays conference of 
Minister Corea of Nicaraugua.

Finally the hunter’s curtosity got the 
better of him and he resolved to make 
a critical examination of his prize. 

“Cautiousiy opening the handker- 
chief,"” he says, “out fell a beautiful 
specimen of the praying mantis, (Man- 
tis religiosa) Which |! had seen pic- 
tured In books, but never found before. 
That I was proud of my catch gves 
without saying, and it is also certain 
that my anticipation for tie future was 
considerably strengthened.’’ 


Our “Big Cinch Bug.” 


Many native St. Louisans have long 
held to the bellef that a curious crea- 
ture unique to entomology haunts this 
vicinity. It has never been given a sci- 
entific name, but is commonly known 
as “The Big Cinch” bug. Evidently 
Mr. Akerlind had never heard of this, 
so did not pursue fit. He says: 

“I did not succeed in encountering 
any more such lively prey on the pave- 
ments of St. Louls as the praying 
mantis.’’ 


His failure to encounter the “Cinch’’ 
bug on the pavements may be due te 
the streets not being its haunts. Those 
who have m: e.the closest study of 
it locally believe it te belong te the 
family Belostomatidae (giant water 
bug). 

Mr. Akerlind dwells on the possibil- 
ities of bug hunting tn 6t. Leuls as a 
pastime for strangers whe may be in 
the city temporarily—traveling men ex- 
cepted. 

“Tt takes some little experience,” he 
says, “to appreciate what it means to 
live in a hotel in the business part of 
the city during the hottest portion of 
the year, particularly If you are not 
a ‘traveling man’ and therefore pretty 
certain to have only yourself for a 
companion. The heat prevents you 
from pursuing any studies indoors, and 
outdoors—well, there you are hunted by 
insects. 


“I had previously become interested, 
through some Chicago friends. tn the 
entomological sestion of the Academ) 


of Science, but I had not taken up the 
‘sport’ in earnest until my St. Louis so- 
journ, 

“I took up insect hunting as a pas- 
time, but after a few evenings ‘work’ 
it became a sport with such pleasant 
and recreative effect that I am sorry 
I did not take it up 20 years ago. In 
hunting and fishing you are generally 


_ confined to certain localities, but in in- 


sect hunting in the summer it is not 
so—at least not in St. Louis, where 
the ‘game’ is waiting for you outside 
your door, and even in your bedroom. 

“Through the kind assistance of an old 
German jeweler near my hotel, I rigged 
up the necessary killing bottles, and 
that was the only equipment needed for 
a start. This venerable German,” ob- 
serves Mr. Akerlind in what may be 
construed as an attempt te throw a sop 
to his own city, which cannot boast 
as many game bugs as St. Louis, “came 
to St. Louls in 1856 when that city was 
the peer of Chicago and believed to be 
destined to remain so forever, which 
is very queer to contemplate for a med- 
ern Chicagoan.”’ , 

Having secured his Moutht,”* Mr. Ak- 
erlind started on his pfemier expeditien 
at once. 


Found Sprawling on Its Back. 


“T nad observed that the electric lights 
in front of the large store windows 
were hung.unusually low, about eight 
feet, and a great abundance there were. 
This, I figured, would be favorable fer 
bug hunting. The first clear evening 
I started out on an expedition and had 
not walked far before I came across a 
rather large bug sprawling on its back 
in an effort to come on its right keel. 

“I had before learned not to fear any 
bug except the electric Belostoma Amur- 
icana”’—which is a valuable bit of in- 
formation for St. Louis amateurs who 
may decide te take up the sport--‘and I 
therefore unhesitatingly pounced on this 
one and had him in the bottle in less 
time than it takes to tell it: I bottled 
quite a few that evening, and after a 
tramp of some four or five miles up 
and dewn the streets I retired to my 
hotel and had a night's solid sleep. 

“Next morning I was curious to see 
what I had founu on my initial expe- 
dition. There were the common large 
ground beetles and a number of smaller 
ones, but there was one with an ele- 
gant form and a dark blue border 
around the elytra. This beetle, the Cu- 
rabus sylvosus, we de not have in Chi- 
cage; at least, I have never found it 
there; and I felt very much encouraged 
to continue the hunt. Almost every 


evening I found something new in the. 


way of insects, besides seeing interest- 
ing things that ordinarily escape our 
notice.”’ 

Some interesting hints about the best 
time to conduct a bug hunt, tegether 
with a few ebservations on the habits 
of St. Louls policemen, are unfolded by 


The policemen, like the 
. he does not consider dangerous. 

“After a day’s work in the office I 
never hed to wonder how to spend the 
evening,” he says. “After supper and 
a perusal of the newspapers, I would 
start out about 8:30 on my; hunt, re- 
turning about 10:30 with my ‘game.’ This 
period appeared to be the best, as I 
seldom found anything befere 8:30 er 
after 10:30. 

‘The people on the street did not 
bother me much. Nobody knew me and 
I did not know anybody. The police- 
men appeared te be about as scarce in 
St. Louis as in Chicago, and if they 
noticed anything queer about my ac- 


ers. A correspondent relates that ‘on 
Sunday a green mantis ate three grass- 
hoppers, each seven-eighths of an inch 
long a daddy-long-legs, and then tackled 
another mantis and I was obliged to in- 
terfere between them.”’ Possibly, how- 
ever, it being evening, Mr. Akerlind’s 
St. Louis mantis had dined. 

If you do not care to confine your 
activities to hunting bugs on the down- 
town streets of St. Louis Mr. Akerlind 
tells of other sports of a similar nature 
close to the city. He went eut after 
butterflies. 

“By experience I had learned that a 
hat is a poor instrument for catching 
butterflies,”’ he writes, “and I therefore

“And there ip the Papilio @ax but 
how he is diving and criss-crogsing! I 
might as well try to chase a sparrow 
with my net as that fellow. But watch! 
He is coming this way. 

“A wild ‘strike’ sent me sprawling 
inte @ bed of burning nettles, but what 
414 that matter! In the net was strug- 
giing a real Papilio ajax, the first one 
I had seen at such close quarters. Not 
willing to take any chances by ‘bot- 
tling’ in the usual manner, I pressed 
his thorax between my fingers, and then 
I could plainly feel his heart beat—or, 
perhaps, it was mine! 

“‘Wnmaniy? Well, yes, perhaps. A 
great many things a man does at times 
ean hardiy be called “maniy’ or ‘nobie,’ 
but will, nevertheless, make an itmpres- 
sion upon his mind mo §iasting and, I 
may say, more fecreative than ‘big’ 
deeds—like stopping a runaway horse 
or licking a tramp.

With plain persons, of no social stand- 
ing and little of no means, the furtive 
method of taking things from the store 
counters was viewed only in one Ught 
—just stealing or shoplifting. Sucl of- 
fenders were shown little consideration. 

With the highly respectable 
piiferers it was, until recently in Chica- 
G0, vastly different. In the minds of 
the merchants and the store detectives 
the high-class female was not a thief 
Ike her poorer or degraded sister, and

In a specially aggravated case there 
may be some revelations of a humiliat- 
ing character.

It happens sometimes, though, that 
a “respectable” er ‘“‘society’® woman 
is stubborn and thinks that her high 
standing, or her own story will out- 
Weigh the evidence of the prosecution, 
and she risks the chance of a trial. 
This invariably results disastrously for 
the accused, complete exposure and ei- 
ther a very heavy fine or being bound 
over to the grand jury for larceny. 

Just why women who value their rep- 
utation for Integrity will yield to the 
temptation to steal, either impulsively 
or deliberately, things which they can 
afford to pay for is a problem which 
has attracted the attention of scientists 
as much as it has worried criminolo- 
gists. Detectives study the problem 
from a practical, everyday standpoint, 
and hold that the great amount of 
g00ds displayed loosely and apparent- 
ly carelessly on the store counters 
serves to increase the temptation for 
the weak-willed to covertiy appropri- 
ate other people's property. 

With the scientists the question Is 
considered from a deeper standpoint. 
Age and mentality are the basis upon 
Which the scientists form their con- 
clusions as to cause and effect. As 
in the majority of cases involving 
highly. connected and extremely res- 
pectable “‘shoplifters’’ the wrongdoers 
are women of mature age—46 to —the

Whatever the impelling motive for so- 
clety women and amateur shoplifters to 
attempt to accomplish petty thievery in 
the big Chicago retail stores, it is a 
startling fact that that elaes stealing 
is increasing at a rate that troubles the 
police as much as it annoys the shop- 
keepers. 


Recently Mrs. Amelia Jenkinson, the 
wife of a former minister, a young 
woman who was then a student in one 
of the large educational institutions in 
a suburban town, was caught tn the act 
of ran Ming a p.ece of 
silk goods into her handbag. She was

compelled to accompany the chief deteo- 


tive of the store into the manager’s pri- 
vate office. There she was charged with 
taking the goods, the silk being pulled 
from fts place of concealment. 

Mrs. Jenkinson at once went inte hys- 
terics and the twe men, manager and 
detective, had their hands full until 
some of the women operatives were 
summoned, The genteel! “shoplifter” 
wept and moaned and refused to reveal 
hervtdentity except to declare that she 
was a clergyman's wife, that she had 


bought the goods in another etere, and 


winding up by offering to pay the value 
of the goods. She was locked up at 
the Harrison Street Staiton. 

Meantime, her husband and relatives, 
alarmed at the woman's absence, noti- 
fied the police of her unaccountable dis- 
appearance. By chance the husband 
bent his footsteps in the direction of 
the Harfison Street Station, made in- 
quiries and learned that his wife was 


locked up on a charge of shoplifting. 

A few hours later the woman was ar- 
raigned in the police court on a charge 
of “disorderly conduct,”” and the hus- 
band paid the fine of $25 and costs, or, 
altogether $37.50. Before the court was 
opened the minister had a conference 
with the store manager and de‘ec''v* 
and. satisfying them of his own and his 
wife’s high social standing and ample 
means. aucceeded in having the crarre 
changed to “disorderly conduct” and the 
fine imposed instead of @ hearirg that 
might be fraught with more humiliation 
for the woman. The latter was in govd 
standing in the best circles on the Norta 
Side. 

A woman may be prominent in cer- 
tain society circles on the North Side, 
and yet be little known or practically 
unknown to the social sets of the same 
class on the South or West Sides. Hence 
it is that whatever publicity or notor- 
tetv she may gain through some indi- 
vidual unenviable act is little heeded. 

A few weeks arco a atylishly gowned 
waman entered one of the largest reta!! 
stores on State street and was not in 
it long before her actions attracted the 
attention of a detective woman shop- 
per, who kept an eve on her. Believing 
herself unseen and with lightning-like 
rapidity she slipped under her sealskin 
sacaue a bolt of lace worth prob- 
abiv $50 

Just as the oman was leaving the 
store one of the managers, who had been 
quietly “tipped” by the woman detee- 
tite, accosted the woman and requested 
her to come to the office. There she be- 
came very indignant. 

She resented the bare suggestion that 
she had taken any goods and threatened 
dire consequences if they dared search 


her. The onening of the handbag re- 
vealed the stolen goods. 

The management knew well that her 
credit at the store was unlimited—un- 
Questioned. It was the first time she 
had yielded to temptation—why, she 
Could not explain. Her misery touched 
the heart of the manager and when she 
filled out @ check for the value of the 
goods the whole affair was put on the 
basis of a business transaction in the 
regular way and she was permitted to 
go. Never since has the woman set foot 
in the store although she has ordered

In ether words, the Jew in finance is 
confined to the Investment line exclu- 
sively.

Experience has shown that the very 
conservatism of the Jewish race in 
financial matters has been the source 
of their undoing at the hands of modern 
practitioners of high finance.

As to the 
bounty rate, the Department of Agri- 
culture figures show that it is anything 
but high when compared to sums paid 
for extermination of wolves im other 
places, and when the destructive possi- 
bilitles of a single wolf are understood. 

In New Mexico ranchmen have paid 
as high as $50 each for wolf scalps, in 
addition to State and other bounties. 
A bounty of $20 is paid by Wyoming, 
while many counties have additional 
bounties and stockmen’s associations 
pay $20, $80 and even $4 for every wolf 
killed, the pay ranging according to the 
age of the wolf. 

Ranchmen in Wyoming often pay an 
added $10 each for wolves killed on 
their premises, so the business of wolf 
catching is a paying one there. Vir- 
ginia has paid $25 per head bounty on 
wolves. The hunter can sell a wolf 
skin for from $4 to $6 after he has col- 
lected the bounty, provided the State 
does not require mutilation.

almost white wolf of Northern Canada and Alaska, and the large black 
or dusky wolf of the Northwest Coast region. 

Their habits differ mainly in adaptation to the varied conditions of 
their environment—timber, plains, mountains, deserts, or Northern barren 
grounds—and in the methods of pursuit and capture of different kinds of 
animals for food. As a rule, the largest forms occur in the far North: 
the light gray wolf of the Middle Plains region is slightly smaller, and the 
forms of the lower Austral zone of Texas and the Southern United States 
are the smallest of all.

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RIZEFIGHTERS are not infre- 
Pp quently “‘laid out for keeps"’ by a 
succession of blows from their 
opponents’ gloved fists, but rarely is a 
trained pugilist killed by fewer than 
scores of hard punches. Yet an East 
St. Lowls blacksmith recently killed a 
hardy, husky4ooking man with one 


powerful short blow on the point of the 
chin. 

Cheries Julian Smith, the blacksmith, 
claims that he did not hit his man 
“with wnusual force.” Smith does not 


more of an elbow lick than anything 
eljse."’ 

Smith's case was nolle prossed after 
he had remained in the Belleville Jail 
two months on charge of murdering Da- 
vid Meyer. When he returned home to 
greet his wife and 6-months-old baby, 
Smith was considerably reduced in 
weight and looked little like a strong 
man. 

But he is now known as & man with 
a blow. an unusual blow, a blow which, 


if delivered under cover of a pugilist’s 


yee to be @ strong man, had never hag Blove. probably would knock many of 


very serious bout of fisticuffs in his 
tite, be he says, and would have been con- 
sidered an easy victim by many of the 
“fighting men” who live in the neigh- 
borhood of the East Side approach to 
the Bads Bridge. 


On last New Year's day Smith was 
asieep in a rear room of his home near 
the bridge, when his wife, who was 
washing the front windows, called to 
him, saying that a man across the streot 
was paying undue attention to her. 

The young blacksmith rose and went 
across the street and confronted the al- 
leged masher. According to Smith, the 
man did not deny the charge of trying 
to flirt, and replied offensively to 
Smith. The young blacksmith says he 
first struck the man twice lightly on the 
point of the jaw. 


“He tried to clinch then,” said Smith, 

“and came very close to me. I didn’t 
eare for any rough-and-tumble business, 
#0 I struck him on the point of the left 
jaw with my right hand. 

“He went down. I waited a moment 
tor him to get up, and as he didn't. I 
thought maybe he had enough, and 
meant by lying etill to admit his pun- 
ishment. I left him then and went 
home, afterwards going uptown. | 
didn’ t know for some time that my blow 
wae fatal.

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the best fighters insensible. 

Asked how 1L* came by his unueual 
strength, Smith replied: 

“Tl didn’t know I had a punch like that. 
Guess I got it on the farm down in 
Southwestern Missour!. I suppose, too, 
that shoeing obstreperous horses and 
mules had something to do with it. I 
never saw a mule or horse in any black- 
smith shop I ever worked in that I 
couldn't handle. Yet I didn't realize that 
I had more strengta than the average 
man. 

“My father,” sald Smith, “runs a 
blacksmith shop at Ozark, Mo., and I 
learned my trade in his shop, goirg to 
work there about wix years ago. I 
worked on farms and 4/4 other things 
before that. I am only 27 years old 
now.” 

Charlies Smith ts now employed itn a 
frog and switch factory in East 8st. 
Louts. Part of the time he works in a 
temperature much above 100 degrees, 
and part of the time in the coolest gir 
he and hia companions can find. He is 
so hardy that these extreme changes 
don't affect him in the least. 

Smith is still much puzz.ed over the 
blow he gave Meyer. Previous to his 
trouble with the masher, his best punch 
on a punching: machine such as abounds 
in “canned music’ resorts was only 1490 
pounds. It is not uncommon for men ta 
walk into these places, hurl their fun 


punching 
around 


welght in a blow against a 
machine and drive the indicator 
to 2000 or 2500 pounds. Yet prizefig!it- 
ers, according to the advertised records 
in these places, do not punch so high. 

The reason is that pugilists hit honest 
blows, arm blows, and do not “fudge” 
by throwing their weight into thelr 
blows against ¢he machines. Smith 
strikes a straight blow. His blow com- 
pared with Champion Jeffries’, variously 
placed between 1752 and 19.- pounds, Is 
an exceptionally good one. Possibly 
training would cause Smith to exceed 
Jeffries’ machine punch. 

Smith's victim showed a clot of blood 
at the base of the brain. This is said 
to have caused his death. The powerful 
blow is thought to have caused the hem- 
orrhage. Meyer is said to have been & 
strong man, of heavy build, and that he 
was fearless is shown by the manner In 
which he stood before Smith when @c- 
cused of paying undue attention to the 
latter's wife. 

Smith is 6 feet and 11 inches in height 
and weighed 169 pounds at the time he 
struck Meyer. His jaw is full, strong 
and determined. His lips are drawn, 
with little vertical wrinkles in them. 
His nose is straight. 

The eyes in the cavernous sockets un- 
der his clean, broud forehead are small. 
His whole face expresses physical 
strength. An angry move by him would 
make most men quail. But Meyer stood 
up to him. That is one reason why the 
fichters of Fast St. Louis now regard 
Smith as a remarkably strong man. 

There must be great strength fn his 

ght arm. He handles redhot plates 
with one hand which other men handle 
with two hands, and Smith does his 
work as if it were play. His stride, 
while at work, is that of a country boy 
behind a plow, but his companions, al- 
though they know him to have,an even, 
good temper, do not joke him on his 
awkwardtess. 


Here are a few instances of pugilists 
losing their lives in the prize ring, but 


none of these men went down until 


after they had taken blow after blow, 


whereas Meyer fell after receiving 
one straight, shert, powerful punch 
from Smith's right hand. The twe blows 
landed on the same point of Meyer's 
chin before the fatal blew, so Smith 
says, were light. To cause a hemorr- 
hage a blow must be sufficiently power- 
ful to jar nnd rupture a blood vessel 
in the braip. BEbvidently Smith’s one 
blow did this. 

Mike Ward, a Canadian lightweight 
champion, was killed in a contest. with 
Harry Lewis at Grand Rapids, Mich., in 
November, 1906. An upper cut, after aj- 
most nine rounds of fighting, did the 
work. Doctors said that the fighter 
suffered concussion ef the brain, out it 
was «also charged that the floor was 
not sufficiently padded. A lefthand blow 
was the last. 

Hiarry Tenny, after being battered for 
14 rounds, went down and died in a con- 
test at San Francisco, a short time ago. 
Death Was attributed to cerebral nem- 
orrhage. This accident was also charged 
to a lefthand blow. Just whether ter- 
rific blows on the stomach or the chin 
killed Tenny, there seemed to be a dlif- 
ference of opinion. 

John C. Peters died after a series of 
rounds with another fighter at North 
Bergen, N. J. Charles O’Regan suc- 
cumbed to punisment in a fight at St. 
John, N. B. Nathan Rosenberg died 
after a number ef rounds in New York 
City. Alexander Dovin was killed in a 
bout in Frisco. 

Liut in none of these cases was death 
attributed to one single blow, as in the 
case of Meyer, whom Smith struck.

Although he has been successful in 
keeping them from increasing in his 
vicinity, others have paid less attention 
and the general effect of his efforts 
has been small.

One ranchman will practically exter- 
minate the creatures on his range, but 
his neizhbor will let them run, and they 
breed so prolifically that the 'ncrease is 
constant. 

The New Mexico vicinity of Portales, 
Roswell, ‘the Pecos Valley about Caris- 
bad, the east slope of the Guadalupe, 
Sacramento and White Mountains, near 
Corona, Carrizoza and Montoyo, are 
bothered by wolves, and they have been 
reported as common about Santa Koza, 
in the Capitan Mountains, on the Mesa 
Jumanes and the Pecos River, Taos, 
Mansane and Gan Andrea Mountains. 
Late last year wolves were killing cat- 
tle “at an alarming rate” just north of 
the Gila forest reserve. They cased 
great damage to stock during the past 
year or two near Laguna and in thie 
Bear Spring, Gallina and Datil Moun- 
tains. 

“A Mexican owning a small ranch 
north of Luna said they had killed 17 
head of his cattle, mainly calves, dur- 
ing the summer,"’ reports Vernon Ba!- 
ley, who carried on the Government in- 
vestigation.

Whether it will ever become fashion- 
able, though, remains to be determined, 
because a real “parka’’ would command 
a higher price in this city than an av- 
erage automobile. 

The garment came from Alaska 45 
a present to Miss Harriet Worthington 
from Mary Oosarlook, the reindeer 
queen of Cape Prince of Wales. Texas 
has her cattle queens, Missouri her zinc 
queens and some other Western States 
their mining queens, but Alaska has the 
only reindeer queen. She is a full-plood- 
ed Alaskan Indian, but is as thrifty as 
@ Massachusetts Yankee, having accu- 
mulated a considerable fortune, largely 
through her traffic in reindeer. 


This animal is rigidly pretected by the 
Government, which several years ago 
imported from Siberia the first ones 
brought to Alaska, bringing also fami- 
lies of Laplanders to teach the Es- 
kimo to care for them and use them. 
They are of tremendous importance as 
beasts of burden and as food animals, 
and the Government restricts the entire 
reindeer industry te the natives in an 
endeavor to make them self-supporting. 

“Queen Oosarlook,”’ as she is called, 
had the “parka” made of the most ex- 
pensive furs to be had even in Aijaska, 
and it cost a small fortune for materiai 
alone. The workmanship is exquisite.
